The Truth of this will 
appear by confidering, that when the People would needs 
have a Monarchy, the Cafe alter'd, and their Prof sity, 
even when Providence favour’d them, was of a flower 
Growth. At length it came to its full Height under 
Solomon : But what was the Confequence ? Why both 
Princes and People were unable to bear their good For- 
tune, and {0 all Things funk into Contufion again. Ido 
not ufe the Authority of the Sacred Writings here as 
they are infpir'd, but as they contain an excellent Body 
of Hiftory ; and as they contain a larger and more cer- 
tain Account of this People, than un be met with any- 
where elfe of another People ; and therefore the bett 
Political Writers have ntly drawn Examples from 
thefe Books. This Apology mutt needs feem range to 
fome; but I candot help that, fince I am fureit will be 
thought neceflary by other$ ; and, as far as I am able, I 
am willing to comply with all. 

_ The Greek Hiftory will afford us Matter df Obferva- 
tion in the fame Way. Athens propuced her greatelt 
Men when fhe was in her greateft Diftrefs ; their Virtues 
raifed their Country to Power and Spierdor, and they fre- 
quently fell Victims to thofe Vices which Power and 
Splendor introduced. Athens came to be the principal 
State of Greece, by contributing fo much to the Deftfuc- 
tion of the Perfian Empire; but the Pride of her Advance- 
ment proved the Caufe of her being debafed. The Vir- 
tues of her Citizens got the better of Adverfity; but that 
Profperity, which her Virtues procured, triumphed over 
their Country in ‘the End. It was the fame thing at 
— * While the Subjcéts of that State had many Dif 

culties to ftruggie with, they were defervedly renown’d, 
and the Greeks had all the Reafon in the World to place 
them at their Head, when they atrempted to ſhake off 
the Tyranny of the — But when by the Pelo- 
ponnefian War Sparta had humbled her Rival, her Profpe- 
rity introduced the Caufes of her own Ruin, the om 
Man who triumphed over Athens laid a Scheme for fub- 
+ vag Ang Conftirution of Sparta. Afterwards, when 
the Power of Greece came to be united by the 
Arts of Philip of Macedon, it produced one Blaze of 
Glory, and after that followed ual . This 
fews, that too great Profperity may be de ive toa 
Pedple, and that we ought to commend the Prudence of 
fuch Politicians, as defire rather to preferve their Coun- 
trymen free and happy, than to raife them to a Pitch of 
envied Greatnefs, which feldom outlafts one Generation, 
tho’ it ferves to make many miferable. I am fenfible, 
that there is nothing eafier than to fneer upon this Ob- 
fervation, under colour of applauding fuch a prudent Po- 
litician ; but I am fenfible alfo of another thing, that it is 
not eafy to anfwer it from Reafon and Hiftory: And as 
tor other Anfwers, they may do well enough in Difputes 
of no Confequence, but where the Fate of a Nation is ac 
ftake they will never be employ’d by any but thofe Pa- 
triots, who can laugh over an expiring State, and write 
a Farce on the Downfal of their Country. 

I would willingly have pafs'd by the Roman Hiftory ; 
but there are fome things in it fo very much to my Pur- 
pofe, and which others have fo ftrangely mifapply’d, that 

I cannot help touching on it. 3 
| We have heard much of good Diftators taken from 
the Plough. Does not — os a —* be 
preceded the Profperity of Rome? Thofe Dictators did not 
plough for Diecrfion and I am certain they have often 
been applauded by Men who would not even for their 
Charaéters change Conditions, or gratify their Vanity at 
the Expence of an Eftate in Middlefex, After the latt 
Punic War, when Rome {aw herfelf without a Rival, the 
produced great Men indeed ; but, alas! to her Prejudice! 
fhe had no more Enemies to combat, and fo the Ca- 
pacities of her Heroes turn’d upon each other. I fay 
this after Salluſt; and 1 cannot produce either a bet- 
ter Authority or a better Example, fince it is generally 
agreed, there hardly ever was a worle Man or a better 
Writer. We all know the Amguflan Age is a Phrafe equi- 
valent to the higheft Profperity. Buc what were the 
Ages that follow d it? and what Were the Politicks of 
Augufins ? 1s it not well known, that he fufpected his 
own Prolperity, and that of the Empire, and was for re- 
training both, by religaing his own Power, and giving 
the Empire Limits? Might nor this Matter be illuftrateu 
by much later Examples? Were nor the Venetians, were 
not the Genoefe ruined by Profperity? And how far | 
pray was France from Jt even in our Own Remembrance? 
Did not Lewis XIV. live to fee his Title of Great juftly 
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lation, raifed on account of bis Conqueſte, became Orna⸗ 
ments at Blenheim boufe, and perpetual Monuments of bis 
Deteats? It is in reſpect to Countries, the fame thing az 
with regard to. the Fortunes of private Men. There is 
more Wifdom hewn in declining the Summit, than Come 
rage in mounting it. Bf Medus in Rebus. . ) 

The Iffue of all this ts, that Profperity hath had A 

Power of corrupting moft Nutiens; ang therefore, wa 
ought not to be amazed, or out of our Wits, at perceive 
ing Symptoms of the like Nature here. It is no Lmpus 
tation on the Englifh Nation, that they arg Men, and, a9 
Men, prone to human Frailties. Some People indeedy 
who are fo diftri€tedly fond of Panegyrick, that the 
think it the highelt Patriotifm to be always prgifing th 
Country, crowd their Writings eternally with the Wie 
dom, Courage, and Spirit of the Britifh People. For my 
part, I can fcarce think there is ony Sincerity in thie 
On the contrary, Tam inclin’d to believe, that it they 
were thoroughly perfuaded of their Countrymens Mo 
rits, they would hardly flacrer them fa ly. But be 
that as it wil), as it is the trueft Mark of private Friend 
fhip not to facrifice Truth to Compiaifance, and as it is 
the Duty of a Phyfician to prefer a Patient’s good Health 
to his good Opinion; fo a political Writer, who has an 
honeft Heart, will rather canfider how to make his 
Works profitable to his Readers, than how to make them 
pleafant. At leaft this hath been my Care. But to 
make the Subjeét ftill clearer, 1 mult proceed to the 
Means by which Profperity hath corrupted uss and ba+ 
ving done this, every Reader of tolerable Underftanding 
will ſee the ptoper Methdd of Cure,
